shelf space to small brewers. 

Starting this December, 
beer sales will be available in 
some grocery stores, and will 
eventually be expanded to 
up to 450 grocery-store loca¬ 
tions across the province, giv¬ 
ing Ontarians more conven¬ 
ience and choice. All new pri¬ 
vate retailers will be required 
to support the sale of small 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, these measures rep¬ 
resent the most significant 
changes to the province’s 
alcohol retailing sector in 
nearly 90 years. 

Downing estimates about 
100 breweries have opened 
across Ontario during the last 
five years. 

"There are 10 to 15 opening 
a year in the GTA alone,” he 
said. “Five breweries in Ham¬ 
ilton opened the last year or

ies, said Downing. 

"If Ridgeway can support a 
brewery (Brimstone Brewing 
Company), I think any com¬ 
munity in Ontario can."

“I think the framework's here,” adds his 
wife Dunn. "We need to convince some

It's like 
living in France." 

Last year's inaugural TD Niagara Jazz 
Festival attracted about 3,000 people for 
20 artists in a handful of venues. This year 
it will more than double in size, offer¬ 
ing 35 bands, 200 artists and more than 
20 venues throughout the region. It also 
goes from three to four days, running July 
23 to 26. 

Details were announced during a 
launch party at Two Sisters Vineyard in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake.
